WASJUINOTOIi LETTEK. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2d, 1870. 


EEITOH GAZETTE :—There la a strange 


feature to be noted in the absence of many 
familiar 
laces 
in the throng which the 


reassembling of Congress poured into our 
hotel lobbies. These are tho faces of the 
" members" of the " Third House," of 
which Thad. Stevens made such feeling al- 
lusion, in one.,of his memorable debates, 
and cover the brains of the most noted 
lobbyists that ever engineeeicd a swindle 
through Congress. But we do not doubt 
they will teappear whan Uie immaculate 
democracy 
have 
perfected 
their 
little 


schemes for reform and economy. Virginia, 
however, is not without its inevetible dele- 
gation, for the Union cannot be preserved 
unless the F. F. V. has the direction of 
public affairs. Now he is wrestling with 
tue problem of electing a United States 
Senator, and Billy Mahoue, who led the 
fight of the readjustee in the late canvass, 
promises to oust Senator Withers. 
His 


strikers are here trying to prove that nei- 
ther Billy or the Devil are as black as 
painted, and that Virginia "honah" will be 
as safe in bis hands as Hr. Withers'. We 
are somewhat inclined to think llahone's 
position on the debt question of Virginia is 
one that will bear careful consideration. 
His Democracy is unimpeachable, for he 
hates a Yankee worse Oian Satan does holy 
water, and no one can doubt that he will 
lead as vigorous'an onslaught on Republi- 
can measures as the most rabid fire-eater 
can desire. 


As Congress met on Monday, the hotels, 


lodging-houses, and hash-mills of Washing- 
ton are filled up, not only with members, 
kings and queens of tbe lobby, and patriots 
iu search ot Government pap, but many ol 
the political corpses of the country, whom a 
wise constituency, after a trial in one or 
Congresses, have wisely concluded to leave 
at 
homo by substituting better 
men. 


Among .the latter the most lively is the 
cock-eyed statesman ftoui ifassacbusetls, 
Ben. Culler. What a cat, with its nine 
lives, is among animals, the invincible Gen- 
eral is among politicians. You may sub- 
merge him in a sea of votes and club him 
with all kinds of villainous stories and lies, 
and he comes smilingly to the surface. 
Congressman 
Jlotse, of Massachusetts, 


states that Gen. Butler will never again run 
for Governor, but intends to Invade his 
(Morse's) district next tall and run for 
Congress. lie hopes, however, Hint appop- 
lexy, cholera-rnorbus,oi something else,may 
interfere ; but we fancy that he, like m,my 
another politician, will have to accept the 
inevitaole and submit, for a more inepres- 
sible and persistent fightrr than Old Ben 
has never been seen here. Tho political 
world is his oyster. 


The Secretary and Agent of the .Louis- 


iana State Lottery Company has filed a hill 
in the Supreme Court of our 
District, 


against tbe Postmaster General, to restrain 
the Post-office Department from interfering 
with the delivery of money orders, regis- 
tered letters, etc. 
A rule has been granted 


to show cause why the injunction should 
DOtJissue, returnable December 4. These 
proceedings are instituted in the Court of 
this Dist rict in order that the case may be 
speedily carried, for final adjudication, to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
and the lottery men expect to be sustained 
there, as were those who resisted our trade 
mark system and obtained the decision de- 
claring it unconstitutional. We shall not 
be surprised ii' tbe Supreme Court rules as 
technically in regard to lotteries as to trade 
marks, for it is a stickler always for legal 
hair-splittings, with a leaning over against 
equity. Wiping out the 8,000 trade marks 
01 the country, worth millions of dollars to 
the proprietors, shows what lawyers can do 
when they act as judges. 


Tbe last Congress authorized the removal 


of the City Post Office from the General 
Post Office building, opposite the Patent 
OfSce, to such other quarters as a designa- 
ted commission should select, which, after 
canvassing tbe city, rented the "Seaton 
House," the immense 5 story hotel frontin; 
Louisiana avenue and C street, near Sev- 
enth street, and recently occupied by the 
Pension Office. 
It is now ready for occu- 


pancy, and the work of removal is in pro- 
gress. Only the basement and first and 
second stories will be used at present, 
though the oilier three stories will undoubt- 
edly be taken for some other governmental 
purpose, inasmuch as tbe rental of $5,000 
per year covers the whole building. The 
postal department has grown to such pro- 
portions that 
the present quarters are 


wholly insufficient 
to accommodate the 


needs of the General Government and the 
city, hence the necessity for the above 
change. Yet we shall miss our daily visit 
to the piettiest Government structure in 
the District. Tbe delicate order of archi- 
tecture of the General Post Office building, 
in contrast with Ibe heavy poiticoes of tho 


Peck, who last summer was sent to the 
penitentiary for stealing an overcoat. Peck 
at ono time was a bright, talented newspa- 
per correspondent, but becoming addicted 
to excessive 
whisky-drinking, gradually 


sunk to the level of a gutter drunkard and a 
petty pilferer, and though frequently ar- 
raigned, sympathy for his past high stand- 
ing saved him from conviction until the 
last offence. 
Though the judge and jury 


that convicted him, and prominent citizens, 
united in petitioned his release, yet his 
thorough reformation is doubted, aud we 
think the President should havo permitted 
him to do further penance.

THE PBEUDEin'8 MKSSAUK.' 


Tlie President's message was sent to 


Congress on Monday. Its most important 
paragraphs are tboso which deal will) tbo 
finances. After congratulating Congress on 
the success of resumption, tho President 
says: 


Tho resumption of specie pnynicuUi lias 


been followed .by a very great revival of bus- 
iness. With a currency equivalent !u value 
to the money of Uio commercial world, we 
are enabled to entei upon an equal compe- 
tition with other nations in trade and pro- 
duction. Tlie increasing foreign demand 
for our manufactures and agriculuual pro- 
ducts lias caused a large balance of trade in 
our favor, which has been paid in gold from 
the 1st of July last to November 15, to the 
amount of about $50,000,000. Since the re- 
sumption of specie payment there lias albo 
been a marked and gratifying improvement 
of the public credit. Tho bonds of the .Gov- 
ernment, bearing (inly 4 per cent, interest, 
liave been sold at or above par sufficient in 
amount to pay off all tho National debt 
which was redeemable under present laws. 
The amount of interest saved annually by 
the process of refunding the debt since 
March 1,1877, is $14,297,177. The bonds 
sold were largely in small sums, and tbo 
number of our citizens now holding tlie 
public securi'ics is much greater than ever 
before. 


The amount of Hie National debt which 


matures within less than two years is $792,- 
121,700, of which $500,000,000 bears inter- 
est at the rate of 5 per cent., and the bal- 
ance is in bonds bearing 0 percent, interest. 
It is believed that, this part of tiie public 
debt can be refunded by the issue of 4 per 
cent, bonus. an« ''j *-*•« -orinption of inter- 
cut which will.thus be effected about $11,- 
000,000 can be annually saved to tho Treas- 
ury. To secure this impoitant.reduction o 
interest to be paid by tlie United States 
further legislation is required, which, it is 
hoped, will be provided by Congress during 
its present session. 


The coinage of gold by the mints of thef 


United Stales dui ing the last fiscal year was 
140,080,012. 
Tlu> coinage of silver dollar? 


since the passage of the act for Unit purpose 
up to November 1,1870, was $43,000,S50, 
of which $12,700,M4 has been issued from 
the Treasury and is now in circulation, and 
*32,300,t!00 is still In the possession of the 
government. The pendency of the propo- 
sition for linity of action between the United 
States and the principal commercial nations 
of Europe to effect a permanent system for 
the equality of gold and silver in the recog- 
nized money of Ilia world leads me to recom- 
mend that Congri'ss refrain from new legis- 
ation on the general subject. The great re- 
vival of trade, int< rnal and foreign, will sup- 
ply, during the coming year, its own in- 
structions, which may well be awaited be- 
fore attempting further experimental meas- 
ures with the coinage. I would, however, 
strongly urge upon Congress the importance 
of authorizing tho Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to suspend the coinage of silver dollars 
upon the present logal ratio. The market 
value of the silver dollar being uniformly 
and largely less than the market value of 
the gold dollar, it is obviously impracticable 
to maintain them at par with each otlicr if 
both are coined without limit. 
If the 


cheaper coin is forced into circulation it 
will, if coined without limit, soon become 
the solo standard of value, and thus defeat 
the desired object, which is a curr«ncy of 
both gold and silver, which shall be of 
equivalent value, dollar for dollur, with the 
universally recognized money of the world.

States notes, willi the capacity of legal ten- 
dor in private contracts, is a btcp to be taken 
in our progress toward a safe and stable cur- 
rency, which shoirld be accepted as the pol- 
icy and duty of the gover nuient, 'and the 
interest and security of the people. It is 
my firm conviction tbat the issue of legal 
lender paper money, based wholly upon the 
authority and credit of the government, ex- 
cept in extreme emergency, is without war- 
rant in the constitution, and a violation o." 
.sound financial principles. 
Tno issue of 


United Stales notes during the late civil 
war, with the capacity of legal tender be- 
tween private individuals, was not author- 
ized except as a means of rescuing the 
country from imminent peril. The circula- 
tion of these notes as a paper money for 
any protracted period of time after the ac- 
comp'.ishment of this purpose was not con- 
templated by the Cramers of tbe law under 
which they were issued. They anticipated 
the redemption and withdrawal of these 
notes at the earliest practicable period con- 
sistent w ith the attainment of the object for 
which they were provided.

On further inquiry, I found 
that the inmates received no butter, except 
on Friday, when they got a liltle on their 
fish. Now, I will not say that it would be 
judicious to feed puupeis indiscriminately 
on dainties, as it may foster idleness, but! 
want to enter a plea for those old folks, 
who are unable to work, and consequently 
must end their days in the poorhouse. 
Such old folks have but a teeble appetite at 
best, and I think that what they are de- 
ficient in quantity s'lould be made up in 
quality. How would my readers feel If 
they knew that their own aged parents had 
to live ou dry bread, and that probably not 
of the best qnulily? nr If these same old 
folks camo to your door, would you kand 
them lirend without butter? I, for my 
part, would eat the dry bread .myself, and 
give the butter to aged poor, and I know 
that two out of every three in this county 
wonld do the same, if occasion required; 
but as the thing happens in the poorhouse, 
no one takes any notice of it, for the simple 
reason that it has not been brought to their 
notice. Don't justify your negligence with 
the comforting thought that they are not 
yonr patents; remember that they are 
somebody's parents, many of whom never 
expected to wind up in the poorhouse, re- 
cipients of your bounty ; but as God has 
committed them to your care, will you not 
discharge your duty faithfully, remembering 
that "it is more blessed ,'.o give than to re- 
ceive." I appeal to tbe people of Bucks 
county ; I appeal to onr editors, nay, I ap- 
peal to the God of heaven, the common 
father of us all, to come forward in his 
might and help us to sight this wrong, 
which has been so long inflicted 'upon our 
defenceless, helpless and poor.

This is such a nr< -eminently traveling 


age that tho legal states of tuo citi/Du in liis 
relations to the common carriers is a sub- 
ject of almost unlimited public interest, 
^Especially is this true in view of tbe multi- 
plicity of instances where- the citizen has, or 
i ancles that he has, a just grievance against 
n carrier for willful negligence or trespass. 
Mr. F. W. Peebles lias compiled, in the 
Southern. Law Jievicv:, numerous illustra- 
tions of what a passenger may properly 
claim from a carrier under given circum- 
stances. From this compendium it appears 
that if a poison is waiting for a train at a 
station where it, should slop, and it passes 
without stopping, and uis business is so ur- 
gent that he can not wait, for the next train 
ho had best hire a suitable conveyance lo 
transport him to his destination rather than 
walk the distance. 
II a can make iho nil- 


way company pay for the conveyance, and 
for the delay, but if he walks and becomes 
sick iu consequence he can not recover for 
the sickness, because he has no right to in- 
flict injury 
tin himself lo enhance Iho 


amount of his damages. The uile is dif- 
ferent in an cmergenci where no other con- 
veyance was obtainable. 


A passenger is entitled to compensation 


for any violation of duly by a common ear- 
lier which results In loss of time, inability 
lo attend lo business, pecuniary losses, bod- 
ily pi.in, an incurable Imrt, personal incon- 
venience] or mental anguish caused by phy- 
sical suffering. 
As to mental agony, no two 


cases cau bo weighed in like scales. The 
mental anguish of a timid woman would be 
entirely diHerein Irorn that of a bold man. 
The wealth or poverty of a carrier may be 
an all important consideration iu determin- 
ing llin value of a judgment against him, 
but it is not allowed lo cut any figure in 
measuring tho damages sustained, unless he 
has been guilty of.wiilfu! negligence or mal- 
ice. 
On the other hand, the condition in 


life, .habits and necessities of lue injured 
plamllil'-mny be Inquired into as pertinent 
matters. It is Intimated, for instance, that 
the disfigurement of the face of a plain gill, 
moving in an humble walk iu life, should 
not command so largo an award of (lamages 
as would be given a beautiful girl, similarly, 
injured, who had been tbe brilliant oirn>- 
nient of wealthy and faihioriable™social cir- 
cles. 


A verdict of $1,500 was held excessive 


where a passenger who had been put off of 
a car for not paying his fare got-on again, 
llgrenlilg tu pay, but, wcillo making cliaugo, 
used grossly profane anil obscene language 
in tho presence of ladies, for which he was 
again ejected, no more than necessary force 
being used cither time. Courts have also 
declared that $3,000 was too large damages 
to pay s passenger for expelling him from a 
sleeping car, when be hiid lost his ticket for 
a berth, of which he gave satisfactory as- 
surance at the time, tbere being no abusive 
language or personal violence used toward 
him. 
A passenger on a mixed train, in or- 


der to travel more rapidly, received from 
the conductor a card with the information 
that it would be accepted as a ticket to 
complete Ills journey on a passenger train 
that overtook him at tho time. The pas- 
senger conductor refusad to accept the card 
as a ticket, and violently ejected the pas- 
senger at night, where there was no sta'.ion
